H. Wallace Dies 
at Mobs Hands. 


Had Outraged a Woman 
From Los Angeles. 


Four Thousand Wild La Junta 
People See Him Die. 


Dead Man a Colored Pullman 
Car Porter—His Victim's 
Condition Critical.

Pa (Colo) March 25.—A spe- 

cial to the Chieftain from La Junta 

says that W. H. Wallace, a negro 
sleeping-car porter, was lynched at 8 
o'clock tonight in a corner of the 
courthouse square, being hung to an 
electric-light pole, by a howling mob 
of 4000 people, who had been wildly 
hunting for him all day. After the 
hanging the body of the negro was 
riddled with bullets. 

Wallace had been kept out of town 
all day by Sheriff Farr in an attempt 
to save him from the mob. The pris- 
oner made no resistance to the lynch- 
ing, and died protesting his innocence. 
HIS HORRIBLE CRIME. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M) 

LA JUNTA Colo.) March 25.—Mrs. 
Henrietta H. Miller. a gray-haired 
woman, aged 67, going from Los An- 
geles, Cal., to Denver, to visit relatives, 
was brutally assaulted and outraged in 
the Santa Fé Rallroad yards here be- 
tween 10 and 11 o'clock last night, by 
W. H. Wallace, a negro porter on a 
Pullman car running between Denver 
and La Junta. Mrs. Miller is now 
lying in a critical condition at a local 
hotel, being attended by physicians of 
the Santa Fé company. Her chances 


tor recovery are sald to be about even 
most: 


The assault was one of the 
brutal crimes ever committed in this 
vicinity, and the aged victim was left 
for dead, in an isolated section of the 
city by her fiendish assailant. The at- 
fair has caused intense excitement in 
la Junta, where numerous other crim. 
inal attacks have occurred during the 
past eight months. 

Mrs. Miller arrived last night in a 
tourist car on train No. 2, known as the 
California LAmited, running between 
Los Angeles and Chicago. The train 
arrived here at 10:30 o'clock. Mrs. 
Miller got off the train, intending to 
leave for Denver at 3:25 o'clock, this 
morning. Seeing a negro in a Pull 
man porter’s uniform, she asked him 
where the Denver sleeper waa. He 
said he would show her the ear, and 
she walked with him through the rail 
road yards for a considerabe distance. 
Finally, she told her companion she 
would go back to the depot. He struck 
her on the head with his fist, felling 


* 


her and partly stunning her, and thep 
carried the unfortunate woman to an 
ice house near by. 

By this time Mrs. Miller had recov- 
ered somewhat, and began to struggle 
violently in her efforts to release her- 
self. The negro struck her several 
times on the heed, and then to stop 
any possible outcry closed his fingers 
on her throat, until she ceased her 
struggies and lay ke one dead. 

About 12 o’cock Mrs. Miller recov- 
ered consciousness. She was stiff with 
cold and so badly wounded that she 
could hardly walk. She could not ut- 
ter a sound above a whisper, so cruelly 
had she been choked. She crawled 
back to the depot, following the tracks 
so that she might not become lost. 
Reaching the long depot platform, she 
fell in a swoon and lay there until dis- 
covered by one of the railroad men. 
She was picked up and carried into the 
depot, and restoratives hastily applied. 
The police were immediately notified 
and doctors summoned. 

Under the skillful treatment of the 
physicians Mrs. Miller soon recovered 
enough to tell the awful story of her 
assault. She gave a minute descrip- 
tion of her assailant. This description 
was recognized by the railroad men as 
fitting H. W. Wallace, @ * 
porter, who runs between Denver a d 
La Junta, stopping in this city from 
9:45 o'clock at night, when he arrived, 
until noon the next day. 

Wallace was found in the car of 
which he had charge and was arrested. 
In the car were found some gar- 
ments which had been washed and 
were not yet dry. As news of the 
assault spread, a crowd began to 
gather and threats of lynching were 
made. Wallace was placed in a close 
carriage and, guarded by several of- 
ficers, was driven out of town, and 
lodged in jail at Pueblo this afternoon. 
It is said that before he was taken 
away he was identified by Mrs. Miller. 

It is belleved that the man who 
committed the assault upon Mrs. Mu- 
ler was the same person who commit- 


ted the eight assaults which have 
occurred here during the past few 
months. 


The condition of Mrs. Miller this 
afternoon is considered as critical. 
The Santa Fé company has ordered 
that every attention be given her.

ASHINGTON, March 25.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] There are troub- 
lous and uncertain times for Chi- 

nese exclusion. On the surface every- 
thing seems to be lovely for the Mitch- 
ell-Kahn bill, “with some unimportant 
changes,” but when the changes pro- 
posed are inepected, it seems that they 
are vital. The sub-committee of the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs 
completed ite work today and agreed 
on a draft of a bill that will be offered 
as a substitute for the Kahn bill. That 
bill will be offered unless the members 
behind it change their minds, Repre- 
sentative Perkins of New York, chair- 
man of the sub-committee, said the 
bill as agreed on would not be offered 
as the Kahn bill amended, but as « 
substitute. 

The features of the Kahn bill, over 

which there is no dispute, will be in- 

corporated with the new features 
agreed on by the committee. There 
will thus be no way of accurately com- 
paring that bill with the Kahn bill. 

Representative Perkins said the com- 

mittee bill retained the principal feat- 

ures of the Kahn bill. The section pre- 
venting the Chinese from entering the 

Philippines and also preventing them 

frem coming from the Phflippines to the 

mainiand or to Hawaill are retatned. 

The bill also retains transit regulations, 

according to Perkins. The “sailor 

clause, however, is stricken out. There 
are many minor changes, Perkins says, 
but all in the line of. improvements in 
the phraseology.” As it was this sub- 
committee that tried to “improve the 
phraseology” of the treaty between the 

United States and China, friends of ex- 

clusion are anxiously waiting to see 

what changes are now q 

E. J. Livernash of the California 

commission had another inteview with 

the President today.

Senator 
Proctor proposes to insert the follow- 
ing words in section 46, which declares 
that the decision of the appropriate 
Treasury officials shall be final, and 
not be subject to review by the judicial 
branch of the government, “unless they 
claim the right of entry based on the 
right secured under the treaty with the 
United States.” This, in the opinion 
of California members, would mean 
that every applicant for entry would 
go inte court, as every Chinese pre- 
tending to be a merchant, student or 
traveler would dase his claim on the 
right secured by treaty. 

Senator Proctor also effered an 
amendment making Alburg, Vt., a port 
of entry for Chinese. This is precisely 
what the Canadian Pacific Ratlroad 
wants, and is what its powerful lobby 
here has been working for. With an 
open port on the northern border, Chi- 
nese could enter under conditions 
which would make it practically im- 
possible to exclude them, or to prevent 
smuggling. 

Senator Gallinger’s amendment pro- 
poses to strike out lines 6 to 16 on page 
36 of tho bill, which permits the Com- 
missioner-General of Immigration to 
send deportable Chinese home in some 
other way than that in which they 
came. This also would be to the ad- 
vantage of the Canadian Pacific.

NO DIRECT ATTACK © 
IS MADE UPON MILES. 


ASHINGTON, March 2.—({Ex- 
Wale Dispatch. ] Secretary Root 

is preparing for the use pf Con- 
gress a written proposition submitted 
by Lieut.-Gen. Miles, furnishing @ 
plan for ending the hostilities in the 
Philippines. It ie intimated that the 
President hopes the proposals will 
make such an impression upon the 
legislators and the public that the 
Chief Executive will feel justified in 
placing Gen. Miles on the retired list. 
It is said to be the intention of the 
President not to act on account of the 
proposals as they were made severa! 
weeks ago, or on account of the testi- 
mony of Gen. Miles before the Senate 
Committee, as questions of propriety 
are involved, but merely through ques 
tions of expediency affecting the gen- 
eral welfare of the military establish- 
ment. There is a distinct hope at the 
White House and at the War Office 
that the revelations concerning the 
Philippines or something else equally 
positive will draw from the country 4 
demand for action, which will restore 
harmony, in the army organisation 
The situation in the Senate and at 
the Capitol generally is not such as 
to warrant these hopes. There is 
nothing anticipated which, it is esti- 
mated, will cause the Senate to desert 
Gen. Miles. Thie is not altogether or 
account of a fondness for Miles, but 
because the Senate is in a mildly 
belligerent mood toward Secretarv 
Root's army plans, and will refuse to 
permit even a show of being recop- 
ciled. In a sense, the Miles case ise 
the key to the general army policy on 
the part of the administration, which 
is distinctly repugnant to the Senate 
It means the retirement of the older 
soldiers and the substitution of „ 
youpger and more active element ir 
army management. For instance, if 
is suspected that should Miles be 
placed upon the _ retired list, Gen 
Wood, now a brigadier-general, would 
be nominated major-general and be 
immediately afterward named as 
major-general commanding the army. 
The Senate desires to avoid two prop- 
ositions. First, it does not want to 
pass upon the promotion of Wood to 
the major-generalship, and secondly, 
it does not want to pass upon Wood 
as general commanding the army. 
Both of these propositions would raise 
a great row in the War Department. 
It would hardly be worse if it were

proposed to make Sergt. Mulhary 
a brigadier-general. 

Wood is competent, perhaps, hut only 
a few years ago he was a doctor. Line 
officers simply whoop with disgust 
when the proposal is made, even in a 
gossipy way. The Senate does not 
care to openly lock horns with the 
President, and therefore it would be 
pleased to have Miles remain, and 
thereby stave off the Wood business. 
The Senate's repugnance to shoving 
forward younger men is shown by its 
refusal to confirm the nomination of 
Capt. Crozier to be Chief of Ordnance. 
This has been hanging up for months. 
The practice would have been to have 
given this place to a colonel or lieu- 
tenant-colonel. 

HIS TESTIMONY PROPER.

FIGHT OVER GRAZING LANDS.

TACOMA, March 25.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Superintendent Sheller of the 
northwestern forest reserves has just 
notified the Sheep Owners’ Association 
of Yakima county that they will be 
permitted to divide the available graz- 
ing land in Rainier and Washington 
forest reserves among themselves. 
These reserves will provide grazing for 

400,000 sheep. 

Sheep owners not members of the 
association will not be allowed any 
privileges, since the association guar- 
antees that the rules of the Interior 
Department respecting grazing will be 
strictly adhered to. A spirited fight is 
being waged between sheep owners and 
cattle owners of Eastern Washington 
over this grazing privilege. Cattle 
men and irrigation farmers claim the 
sheep injures the watersheds on which 
the Yakima River and other sources 
of water supply ere dependent. 


This fight has become an impor- 
tent factor in State politics. On 
his recent visit Senator Tur- 


ner spent some time investigating the 


matter. Congressman Jones, who 
lives at Yakima, is criticised for de- 


clining to take a decided stand one way 


of the other. Both cattle and sheep 
factions are powerful, and the ques- 
tion of supremacy will be an important 
issue during the coming campaign.

In addition to 
San Francisco and the other ports spe- 
cifically mentioned for the examination 
and admission of certain Chinese, the 
Commissioner-General of immigration is 
authorized to designate such other 
ports as may be necessary. The com- 
mittee considered that the original bill 
was too severe in making it a felony 
for any officer to neglect to retain a 
Chinese person seeking admission, and 
the penalty was reduced to a misde- 
meanor. The original bill also sub- 
jected a vessel to forfeiture in case it 
brought over forbidden Chinese, but 
the committee changed this to a fine 
of $2000 against the owner or ter 
of the vessel, and forfeiture in the 
fine is not paid. ‘ 

The committee struck out the clau 
requiring the United States District 
Attorney to be present at all deporta- 
tion proceedings, and requiring at least 
two creditable witnesses other than 
Chinese to establish the right to re- 
main in the United States. The prohi- 
bition against Chinese sailors on Amer- 
ican ships was struck out, thus per- 
mitting such Chinese sailors to be em- 
ployed. The term Chinese was made 
to include all those who are Chinese 
by birth or descent, leaving out the 
reference to mixed, etc. The commit- 
tee also struck out the fee of 9 to 
the United States commissioner for 
passing on every case under the act.

Krum Bill Affecting Foreign Com- 
panies Doing Business in New York 


Passes the State Senate. 

IRr THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A N] 
ALBANY (N. Y.) March 25.—The 
Krum bill taxing foreien corporations 
doing business in the State of New 
York, has paseed the Senate. The bill 
imposes a tax of 1 mill upon cach dol- 
lar of the assets of a corporation hav- 
ing a capital of less than $3,000,000. un- 
less the dividend exceed 4 per cent., in 
Which case, one-sixteenth of a mill is 
added for each per cent. of dividend. 
If the capital stock equals or excceds 
$3,000,000 it is to be taxed upon the full 
amount of its capital stock in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

A tax at the rate of $1000 on each, 
millicn for the first three million, 8505 
for each additional million to $5,000,000, 
and 350 a million for each additional 
million.

Bob Fitssimmons tofight 
received the above telegram from the 
Century Athletic Club of Los Angeles, 
accepting his terms of 75 per cent. of 
the total gate receipts, with a guaran- 
tee of $25,009. The club requests him 
to post a forfeit of $2500 as evidence of 
good faith, and answer at once if he 
accepts. Discussing the mersage to- 
night, Fitzsimmons said: 

“It is by no means settled now that 
I will ever fight Jeffries or any one 
else. Some days ago | gave the Century 
Athletic Club my terms and requested 
immediate reply, as I was under heavy 
expense for training. and wanted to 
get rid of this if my terms were not 
satisfactory. No reply was made and 
I dismissed my trainers and resumed 
my physical-culture classes. I had de- 
cided to never entertain a challenze 
again. 

“Now comes this message. I shall 
take until April 1 to give my answer. 
and give every other club a chance to 
secure the fight. I say agein frankly 
I would rather fight in the Bast, if pos- 
sible. I got a dirty deal in ‘Frisco, and 
the people on the Coast are unjustiy 
sore on me, so I am not stuck on going 
to the Coast and getting the worst of 
it again. 

The Century Club did rot answer 
my terms for nearly a week. and it 
makes me suspicious, especially as the 
club is located in Jeffries’s own town. 
But I am going to take til April 1 and 
the Century Club will have to take its 
chances with the rest.“ 

Notwithstanding Fitesimmons’s in- 
dependent talk, it is the general opin- 
ion along Newspaper Row tonight that 
Fite will change his mind tomorrow 
and will wire his acceptance.

LAST DAY FOR FITZ.

The telegram sent yesterday after-

THEM SERIOUSLY.

END CRASHING 


One of the Motormen Unable to 
Control His Electricity—Passengers 
‘Thrown from Their Seats by the 
Force of the Collision. 


In a rear-end collision of two cars 
of the Los Angeles Traction Company 
at the corner of Twenty-fourth strect 
and Thornton avenue at 4:22 o'clock 
yesterdey afternoon, five persona, all 
of thém passengers, were injured, 
three seriously. The injured are: 

MRS. N. H. MORRISON, No. 1263 
West Adams street, wife of Dr. N. II. 
Morrison, surgeon for the Santa Fé 
railroad, spine injured and severe con- 
cussion at back of head and numerous 
bruises about hips and knees; condi- 
tion serious. 

MRS. J. M. SPENCER, No. 1629 Mil- 
lard avenue, an aged lady, severe gash 
across the face; suffering greatly from 
shock; injuries considered serious. 

MRS. F. G. WOOD, No. 1738 West 
Twenty-fifth, street, long gash in scalp 
requiring four stitches, shoulder badly 
bruised; condition considered serious. 

MRS. RUYZE, daughter of Mrs. 
Spencer, bruised about the body and 
limbs by being thrown from the car. 

CHRIS. ALBERTSON, laborer, resi- 
dence unknown, slight cyt across left 
cheek «4 tnfully bruised about the 
right arm and shoulder. 

ar No. 118 of the University line 
had stopped at the corner of Twenty- 
fourth street and Thornton avenue to 
permit several passengers to alight, 
among them Mrs. Morrison. The car 
was in charge of Motorman Gus Peter- 
son and Conductor Thomas Robertson 
It was on schedule time, and therefore 
had right of way over any other car 
which might follow it. Throughout 
the trip from the corner of Sixteenth 
and Georgia streets this car had been 
followed by car No. 90 of the West 
Adams street line, one of the green 
cars, which are the fastest in the com- 
banys equipment. 

MAY BE MOTORMAN’S FAULT. 

This car was in charge of Conductor 
Kirkpatrick, with Motorman Hashber- 
ger at the controller. The latter is a 
recent employé of the company, not 
having been in charge of a motor for 
more than six weeks, and upon him 
will probably fall the blame for the ac- 
cident, unless it can be shown that the 
working parts of the car were de- 
fective. 

The two cars were traveling close 
together, and just before the forward 
car stopped they had been running at 
a high rate of speed. The speed of the 
green car must have been unusually 
high, for when the University car 
stopped the motorman on the other car 
found it impossible to hold up his car, 
and the two crashed together with 
such force that the ends of both were 
splintered. 

Both cars were well filled with pas- 
sengers, and the force of the collision 
was such that nearly all of them were 
thrown from their seate. Mrs. Morri- 
son was on the step of the forward 
car in the act of stepping off. The 
shock hurled her bodily from the car, 
and she struck the street with great 
violence on the back of her head. land- 
ing some distance from the car. Sev- 
eral other passengers were thrown off 
— car, but most of them escaped in- 
ury. 

Mrs. J. M. Spencer was seated on one 
of the rear seats of the forward car, 
and was thrown clear off her seat and 
off the car, striking on her face in the 
street. She was carried into the resi- 
dence at No. 1288 West Twenty-fourth 
street. 

Mrs. F. G. Wood was picked up al- 
most unconscious, the blood streaming 
from a long gash in her head. She was 
carried into a neighboring residence. 

Dr. J. F. T. Jenkins, whose office 
is at Twenty-fourth and 
streets, was hurriedly called, and began 
dressing the wounds of the injured. 
Dr. Dickson, the Traction Company's 
surgeon, arrived later and assisted him. 
Mrs. Morrison was removed to her 
home, where her husband attended her. 
Mrs. Wood, Mrs. Spencer and Mrs. 
Ruyze were later conveyed to their 
homes in carriages. Albertson did not 
wait for medical treatment, but walked 
home. 

MRS. OSBORN’S EXPERIENCE. 

Mrs. Earl Osborn, who resides on 
Wert Adams street and the city limits, 
and her sister, Mrs. George Murdock, 
whose home is at Peabody avenue and 
West Adams street. were conversing 
with Mrs. Wood, the most seriously 
injured of any of the victims of the 
accident, when the collision occurred. 

+ “Mra. Wood was seated on the for- 
ward front seat of the green car, the 
one which ran into the other car,“ said 
Mrs. Osborn, “My sister was seated 
near her, and I was facing them, oc- 
cupying the seat which extends clear 
across the car. My back was toward 
the motorman, and I could not see the 
car ahead. We were engaged in con- 
versation when suddenly Mrs. Wood 
raised her bande and shouted that 
there was going to be a collision. In- 
stinctively I braced myself andan in- 
stant later the collision occurred. The 
cars came together with terrific force, 
and I was thrown from my seat and 
fell out of the car. I struck the steps 
twice. thus breaking the force of my 
tall, and therefore was not much hurt. 
My sister also fell, and Mrs. Wood, 
who was seated nearest the outside of 
the car. was hurled from her seat and 
struck the ground clear of the cer. .

It came from a demi-blond cowlet 
with fine reddish-brown hair. 

For two months, Roth Reynolds, the 
taxidermisi on Fourth street, has 
at work curing it.

He stated 
simply that he was making a thorough 
investigation, but he had not completed 
it, and possibly would not be able to do 
so for several days. 
Last night Dr. Dickson stated that 
the injured were rapidly recovering 
from the effects of the shock, and he 
did not anticipate any permanent in- 
juries to any of them.

Resolution te Bar Women from All 
Saloons Given Short Shrift Yesterday. 
Belief Expressed That it Would Be 
Unwise to Force Them Out.

“Any saloon-keeper who himself, or 
by his agent or employé, permits any 
women or woman to frequent his sa- 
Joon, or any box, booth or room con- 


nected therewith, or who himself, or 


by this agent or employé, serves or 
permits to be served, any liquor to any 
woman in his saloon, or in any box, 
booth or room connected therewith, 
shall have his license revoked.” 

Such was the wording of the fre- 
brand which Police Commissioner 
Thorpe threw into the otherwise peace- 
ful session of the police board yester- 
day morning. It was hotly debated for 
half an hour. When the vote was 
taken, 
themselves in favor, and Keeney, 
Walker and Mayor Snyder against the 
resolution. 

In this moment the castle that Com- 
missioner Thorpe has been building for 
more than a year fell to the ground, a 
heap of ‘ruins.

A vote was then taken with the re- 
sult stated. Thorpe then instructed 
Chief Elton to investigate the Vienna 
Buffet and report at the next meeting. 

It“ has come to the ears of the Po- 
lice Commission that the proprietor of 
the Vienna Buffet runs a sort of un- 
derground railway, by means of which 
patrons in a more or leas inebriated 
condition are introduced to altrily-clad 
ladies with an abnormal appetite for 
liquor. In the basement of the music 
hall there are a number of dressing- 
rooms, which are maintained osten- 
sibly for the use of the actresses that 
nightly disport their various arts 
upon the Vienna Buffet stage. 

According to the information given 
the police these rooms are maintained 
as furnished booths, the chief item of 
furnishing being the aspiring ac- 
tresses with a thirst. The entrances 
to this underground rallway are 
closely guarded and heretofore none 
of the police officers have been ad- 
mitted, when sent around to investi- 
gate. Now that the managers are 
posted on the intentions of the police 
department it is probable that every- 
thing will be found shipshape when 
the officers call. 

The Police Commission, however 
has absolute control over the saloon 
licenses, and if the board is con- 
vinced that the place has not beer 
properly conduc the license can be 
arbitrarily revoked.

PLEA FOR THE PRACTICAL. 

Mrs. Angie Kiggens of Santa Monica 
read a paper, “Side lights on Current 
Topics.’ It was a plea for more prac- 
tical, logical reasoning on the part of 
women.

“Instruct the student in the arts, the 
sciences, the many branches supposed 
to constitute a Itberal education, neg- 
lecting the cultivation of the power of 
producing thought, and the effigacy of 
his learing, his wisdom is lost. You 
have grasped the imposing shadow, 
but lost the golden substance. 

“It is not what we know, but what 
we are capable of giving out, that con- 
stitutes culture and learning in their 
broadest sense.“ 

Mrs. Marion E. B. Robinson, the 
foremost contralto singer of Santa 
Barbara, rendered a vocal solo.

This in- 
difference has gone so far that the re- 
former is amazed, when he first besins 
his work, at the attitude of the better 
class of the people. Clergymen object 
to discussing questions of municipal 
reform from the pulpit, for fear, as 
they say, that the introduction of pol- 
ities into their churcheS may cause 
dissension and divigion; and the same 
objection is made by the T. u. C. A. 
when it le appealed to. There has 
grown up a spirit of neutrality which 
it is difficult io overcome. 


“Rut over against this may be no- 


ticed the signs of a spirituel awaken. 
ing. The social conactence, which must 
inform a republic in order that its in- 
stitutions shall fulfil! their purpose, fs 
long in its development, but the evi- 
dences of its evolution are growing 
stronger. 


The spirit of our national govern- 


ment shows us the way of reform. It 
is a government of the people, and 
must be by the people, for the people. 
A good constitution alone cannot make 
a good government. Responsibility lles 
with every citizen, who should, more- 
over, perform his civic duties as a vol- 
unteer, and not a conscript, with en- 
thusiasm and courage. Spasmodic re- 
form is worse than chronic apathy, for 
the relapses are certain to be severe 
and doubly evil in their effect upon 
the general consciousness. Publicity in 
all affairs pertaining to government, 
and the education of the people in the 
duties of citizenship are the great fac- 
tors of reform. Charter revision and

SPECULATION ON INJURIES. 

Of course the railway companies re- 
gard this litigation as a sort of specu- 
lation, in which the plaintiff may grab 
a prize or may not. 

Many inetances of the hit-or-miss 
idea in bringing suits have been no- 
ticed in the courts recently. A flagrant 
attempt is that of Frank Lemon, 
whose leg was cut off below the knee 
Dy a car of the Los Angeles Railway 
Company on West First street about 
four. months ago. He admitted that 
he was lying across the track, dead 
drunk, and the evidence points to the 
fact that the accident was due to his 
condition and negligence, but he has 
ao suit against the company for 


The fact that injuries were received, 
without regard to the question of neg- 
ligence, is the sole ground on which 
many suits are based. 

In speaking of the increased number 
and the nature of damage suits be- 
ing brought against transportation 
companies in Los Angeles county, the 
attorney for one of the principal of 
these sald yesterday: 

“Of course, we expect them, and 
make provision for expenditures in the 
settlement of claims and the payment 
of judgments rendered against us by 
the courts, but this last year’s damage 
suits, in number at least, have greatly 
exceeded gur expectations. The only 
way to account for it Is that many peo- 
ple regard railroad corporations as 
their legitimate prey. 

“Most of the suite brought are of a 
frivolous nature, and are not worthy 
of attention. For instance, if a woman 
Nas steppel off the car backward 
while it was in motion, thereby sprain- 
ing her ankle, which, by the way, she 
may not discover until a week later., 
she presents a claim for damages. We 
are obliged to listen to many such 
complaints as these every year, and 
are usually asked for a bountiful cash 
consideration as a balm for sprained 
or scratched members. 

“These frivolous cases usually die in 
court, however, if they go that far. 
for the juries are composed almost 
without exception, of fair-miaded men 
who have no prejudice against a ra- 
Way corporation because it is one, afid 
who, as citizens, appreciate the good 
that stich an institution does in a 
city.“ 

SMALL WINNINGS. 

Another attorney stated that out of 
ten sults brought against the railway 
company he represents, aggregatine 
$125,000 sued for, the aggrieved parties 
had recovered $990. 

In answer to a question as to whether 
the laws had not been made suitable 
to the railroads through their influence, 
he replied: “There has been no manip- 
ulation of the negligence laws in this 
State for thirty-five years and even 
now We are not governed in such cases 
by legislative enactments, but by the 
common law. Justice is thus secured 
to claimants, and it will be found on 
investigation that adequate compena- 
tion has been given to all of them who 
have had bona-fide claims.” 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

In discussing the other side of the 
question, Byron Waters, of the firm 
of Waters & Wylie, which has entered 
more suits against railway companies 
in the last six months than all the rest 
of the attorneys in this city put to- 
gether, said yesterday “The aus of 
megligence in this State ure a travesty 
on justice, and have been controlied 
by railroad legislation for the last 
thirty ears. There is no such thing 
as a law of comparative negligence 
here, such as exists in other States, 
and if it can be shown that the Her- 
son injured was at all to blame in the 
eccident, the equally as great or 
greater negligence of the railroad co.n. 
pany counts for nothing. Except in 
cases of gross negligence on the pur’ 
of the railroad companies’ emplovrés 
where the injured party can show tho. 
he was not in the least to blame fr: 
the injury incurred, the law affords 
him no redress. 

“Another respect in which the rail- 
road companies have had it their own 
way has been in the abolition of the 
feliow-servant doctrine that exists in 
nearly every other State in the Union. 
As the California laws now exist, an 
employé cannot recover damages for 
injury received through the negligence 
of his fellow-empiloyé, no matter how 
great it may be.”

HUNTINGTON 
SAWING WOOD. 


Syndicate Spends Half 
Million a Month. 


Plans Just Adopted for 
More Buildings. 


Harriman Tarries at Grand 
Canyon—Morton Discusses 
Important Rumors. 


“We are spending $500,000 a month 
for labor and material on our inter- 
urban system.” 

Epes Randolph, general manager of 
the Pacific Electric Company, yester- 
day thus estimated the magnitude of 
H. E. Huntington's operations here, 
after executing a few mental additions, 

This does not indicate that Hunting- 
ton intends to meet Harriman at the 
Arcade Depot with a white flag and a 
promise to go out of the transportation 
business as soon as he can settle up 
accounts. The fatt is, Huntington has 
been dolng while others have been 
planning, and he has energetically 
sawed wood while opponents sized up 
the pile and talked fight. 

“We are paying no attention to these 
rumors of big opposition,” continued 
Randolph. The 8. P. people have a 
right to oppose us, if they want to, but 
we don't think they are really fighting 
us. We're working and not talking, 
you can say that. Our pay rolls and 
expense accounts amount to $500,000 a 
month. We have fully eight hundred 
men at work on construction right 
now.“ 

FURTHER EXPANSION. 


Plans were decided upon yesterday 
for fustbher expansion at Central ave- 
nue to keep pace with the advance of 
construction. Inside of twelve months 
the syndicate will have the most ex- 
tensive shops in the West, on the basi¢ 
of area, for no less than ten acres will 
be under roof in this one district. The 
officials declare they are building for 
the future as well as the present. 

The existing office and machine shops 
are to be moved very soon and a large 
extension made to the power-house to 
house the machinery which will pro- 
side electric current for outside lines. 
On the corner of Central avenue and 
Beventh street excavations are com- 
plete for another immense carhouse for 
the rolling stock of the country lines. 
This building will cover nearly two 
acres of ground, contain over a mile 
of trackage, and house 10 cars. 

Of the four shop buildings the ma- 
chine and blacksmith department 1s 
almost completed. The others lack 
only roofs, conerete floorings and m- 
terior equipment, the brickwork be- 
ing completed. There are 159 workmen 
now employed finishing up the shops. 
These four buildings cover over four 
acres, 

RUSHING NEW LINES. 

Yesterday it was stated that work is 
being rushed on the routes to Pas- 
adena and Long Beach. Cars wilil be 
running on the Short Line’ by May 
1. A gang of 150 tracklayers is slap- 
ping down Mission road, and a large 
force of graders is at work in South 
Pasadena, near the Raymond. Much 
of this line is over private right of 
way, and while it is but three-quarters 
of a mile shorter, the higher speed 
possible will reduce the time greatly. 

Three hundred men and 200 teams 
are hustling on grading the line to 
Long Beach. The work is complete 
from this end to beyond Compton, and 
several miles out from Long Beach. 
The biggest obstruction on the whole 
interurban system is on the Bixby 
Ranch, three miles east of Long 
Beach. Here a cut averaging fifteen 
feet in depth is necessary for 6000 
yards. Tracks have been laid and cars 
carry the earth taken out to a fill of 
almost equal proportions half a mile 
away. Another large cut e being made 
on the od Dominguez Ranch. 

An engineer corps is perfecting; the 
survey of the line to Whittier. ö 

Five large new care have just ar- 
rived from St. Louls for the Mt. Lowe 
traffic. They will be put in service 
inside of two weeks, and run right 
throught from Fourth and Spring 
etreets to the foot of the incline in 
Rubio Cafion. The cars are equipped 
with very powerful motors and strong 
magnetic brakee. This will reduce the 
time from Los Angeles to Alpine 
Tavern to one hour and forty-five min- 


utes.

These fancy prices are perfectly 


legitimate in a way. for the demand 
far exceeds the supply. As a matter 
of fact there is no local supply ex- 
cept at rare intervals, for there are 
few hogs in this or any other end of 
the State at present. From all ac- 
counts no great number were raised - 
on the Coast last year, and they have 
gone the way of all good hogs long 
since.

IN CLUB INSTITUTE. 


SUBJECTS OF IMPORTANCE TAKEN 
UP AT POMONA. 
— 
Delegates from Nearly All Southern 
California Towns Holding a Three- 


‘days’ Session—Prof. Cook Tells of 
Good That Can Be Done. 


— — 


POMONA, March %.—The three- 
days annual session of the University 
Farmers Clubs Institute of Southern 
California opened this forenoon in Co- 
operative Hall, with a large attend- 
ance of delegates from Riverside, Red- 
lands, Pasadena, Whittier, Orange, El 
Cajon, Goleta, Santa Paula. Santa 
Barbara, Chino, Azusa, Covina. Glen- 
dora, Cucamonga, Highland. San 
Diego, San Gabriel, Chino, Fullerton 
and other towns. Prof. A. J. Cook of 
Pomona College, conductor of farm- 
ers institutes in Southern California 
for the State University, is presiding. 

This morning programme was 
opened with music by Roy C. Davis 
and A. D. Hunter, the invocation be- 
ing offered by Rev. Dr. L. H. Frary, 
after which a fitting address of wel- 
rome was delivered by Stoddard Jens. 
After a few words of response, Prof. 
Cook read a paper upon Farmers 
Clubs’ Institute, congratulating the 
members upon the bright outlook for 
the future and urging the necessity 
of more complete organization of the 
clubs which form such a potent fac- 
tor in the outlook of promise. 

Continuing, the speaker said: “We 
can hardly exaggerate the good that 
may be effected by these organiza- 
tions at their best. They will advance 
our methods of work as nothing else 
can; they will create a warm social at- 
mosphere, and a community of interest 
and thought that will help to work 
out the great problem of the century, 
fullest cohpera t lon. They may be 
made, and will be made, most potent 
factors in staying corrupt methods 
in politics and in resisting uti wise 
and injurious legislation, as our growth 
and necessities demand. Ought we not 
all to give our best thought to ways 
and means to multiply clubs and club 
influence? 

Prof. Cook suggested that a com- 

mittee be appointed to consider how 
io secure complete organization and 
the most earnest work, and with the 
club's consent named on the commit- 
tee Prof, C. B. Sumner, Claremont, 
Dr. E. W. Reed. Cucamonga, and 
James Kyle. Highgrove. As a commit 
tee to suggest how to secure the best 
results with special reference to the 
arrangement of the institute pro- 
gramme, E. L. Koethen, Riverside: C. 
A. Day, Pasadena, and Prof. H. Cul- 
bertson, El Cajon, were named. An- 
other committee, suggested and ap- 
pointed by Professor (ook to consider 
how best to effect wise, just and right- 
eous legislation in the enactment of 
much-needed laws, was composed of F. 
I. Palmer. Pomona; G. Kahles, Monte- 
cito; E. 8. Thatcher, Nordhoff; W. S. 
Melick, Pasadena, and C. Chapman, Or- 
ange. These committees will later re- 
port to the institute such recommenda- 
tions as they deem wise. 
After music by Mr. and Mrs. Hunter, 
the remainder of the forenoon was 
taken up with a consideration of the. 
causes of decay of fruit in process of 
transportation by the Riverside club. 
Kyle reading the first paper 
spoke of the importance of handling 
the fruit with care from the tree to 
the packing-house to prevent bruising 
and the necessity of good transporta- 
tion, facilities, claiming that inestim- 
able damage results from a packed car 
of oranges being side tracked even for 
a day be the weather hot or cold. 
James Boyd spoke of the bad effect 
of too much ill-timed irrigation, and 
the washing of oranges, on the keep- 
ing quality of fruit; the former will in 
time kill a tree and the latter is apt to 
break the fine celle and outer skin and 
induce decay. 

EK. IL. Koethen, president of the Riv- 
erside club and secretary of the pres- 
ent institute session, considered how to 
prevent “blue mould,” and quoted 
Prof. Woodworth’s recent bulletin on 
orange rot caused by a fungus. The 
speaker said that the presence of mois- 


ture induced fungus and that a drop 
of water in the navel end of the orange 
is favorable for the germination of the

weather are more liabie to the blue 
mould. Mr. Koethen stated that fruit 
picked immediately after a rain or irri- 
gation shows poorer keeping qualities 
and advised against careless pickers 
who gather fruit in haste and mix 
oranges with visible signs of poor 
qualities with good fruit. The more 
the exterior of the orange when 
picked, the less danger from the rot 
fungus. J. H. Reed claimed that the 
kinds of retilizer used greatly affected 
the keeping qualities of the orange. 
In the discussion, the speakers were 
Dr. Reed of Cucamonga, Prof, Culbert- 
son of El Cajon, G. Kahles, Montecito; 
Prof. Paine of Redlands; Mesers. 
Prescott, Covina; Bishop, Orange; 
Kincaid, Cucamonga; Stone, Pasadena; 
Redlands, and Superintendent 
Mills of the experiment station, who 
repeated a prophecy made to him 
some time ago, with regard to decay 
in oranges, by Dr. John A. Myers, who 
said as they were driving by immense 
piles of cull oranges, that Southern 
California would be troubled with or- 
ange rot in a few years if care was 
not taken, for cull oranges quickly ger- 
minate spore. As there have 
many boxes of culls dumped in fields 
during the past cold seasons, and as 
the rot has lately been Increasing, Dr. 
Myer’s off-hand remark is significant.
